year, the deaths have been 2045 less than during
the same period in 1600. If we deduct tbe
deaths from cholera (910) in 1806, we still have
a larpe margin in favor ol 1807. Oi the whole
number of deaths the present year, 6709 were
males and 5202 females. The number of chil-
dren who died of the a?,e of five years and
under waa 6107, or nearly one-ha- lf of the toial
mortality forthe whole nine months. 83J ol the
whole number were over 70 years of age.
